Paris, May 8&.—(Special.)—At the 
moment when the terms which 
have been agreed upon by the con- 
ference of Paris are to be trans- 
mitted to the enemy it is worth 
while, perhaps, briefly to inquire 
what this treaty of peace is and 
what it is not as revealed alike in 
the circumstances of its origin and 
in the character of the document 
itself. 

In the first place, this treaty of 
peace is an Anglo-Saxon settlement, 
but it is not in any sense a settle- 
ment of those questions out of 


which the war grew. In so far as | 
: Anglo-Saxon interests are affected 


the treaty is a settlement, but the 
settlement of these was the 
war itself. 

By the war Great Britain destroy- 
ed her great commercial rival and 
by the peace she acquires the col- 
onies of this rival. German pun- 
ishment was self-invited. The con- 
sequences to Germany are the con- 
sequences of a war which Germany 
provoked. 

Centinental Question Unsettled, 

But it is not less clear that with 
the destruction of German competi- 
tion on the sea, Great Britain ac- 
tually settled one dispute existing 
between herself and Germany in 
precisely the fashion America set- 
tled her difference with Germany. 
Our specific quarrel with Germany 
arose from the aggressions of Ger- 
many, which interfered alike with 
the rights and with the lives of 
American citizens. To defend these 
we sent our troops to Europe and 
they supplied the decisive weight 
to win the war. We thus vindi-

lined the route. As the hours pass- 
ed and no word came regarding to 
missing plane, officers grew more 
anxious, but were not aprehensive 
as to the safety of the seaplane’s 
crew. 

Under Nine Hours. 
Commander Towers, with the 
NC-3, made the trip to Halifax in 
a fraction less than nine hours, the 
distance on the map over the course 
they took being 525 miles. These 
two planes went through the test in 
such fashion as to convince offi- 
cers here that prospects for reach- 
ing Plymouth, England, the ulti- 
mate goal of the navy airmen, were 
exceedingly bright. 

Each of the three planes had a 
triple radio installation when it left 
Rockaway. One set was the tele- 
phone by which they communicated 
with each other, while in flight at 
a distance of a score or more miles. 
Stations and guard ships “listened 
in” on many of these conversations 
and reported them. The second set 
was the regular long-distance radio 
installation and the third was the 
equipment for the radio compasses. 
As the planes approached one of 
the patrol vessels, long before it 
was sighted, the long-distance radio 
was buzzing. Questions and an- 
swers flashed back and forth, deal- 
ing with directions for navigation.

More difficulty will be experienced 
in getting word through promptly 
when the long lap from Newfound- 
land to the Azores starts. When 
the fifth or sixth station ship has 
been left behind communication will 
have to speed ahead to be relayed 
back by cable. The destroyers can 
not communicate more than 250 
miles by radio in day time and they 
will leave their posts after the last 
flyers has passed. 


GEORGIAN FIRST 
TO TAKE AIR. 

New York, May 8—The first 
transatlantic flight was begun 
when three NC (Navy-Curtiss) hy- 
dro-airplanes left the government’s 
air station at Rockaway Beach at 


10 a. m. today on the first leg of 
the journey—Rockaway to Halifax, 
a distance of 540 miles. 

The NC-3, with Commander John 
H. Towers, chief of the expedition, 
was the first plane to take to the 
air. 

The NC-1, with Lieutenant Com- 
manded P. N. L. Bellinger, and the 
NC-4, with Lieutenant Commander 
A.C. Read as the commanding offi- 
cers, were close behind the NC-3. 

The planes were escorted to sea by 
@ squadron of navy scout planes. 

Proceeding in a general northeast- 
erly direction, the trio of giant air 
and water birds should reach Hali- 
fax before nightfall, barring mishap. 


Thence the routes run 460 miles to 


Trefessey, 1,350 miles to the Azores, 

another 800 miles to Portugal and on 

to Plymouth, England. The tota) 

distance between Rockaway Beach 

and Plymouth is 3,925 nautical miles. 
Flight Is Begun, 

The NC-3 cruised for a minute 
northerly in Jamaica Bay, moving at 
half speed through the water and 
then turned west for the open sea. 
The throttles were thrown open and 
with a roar of the 1,600 horsepower 
motors, the plane took to the air. 

One minute later the NC-1 lifted 
herself from the water, followed 
within fifty seconds by the NC-4, 
and the world’s first transatlantic 
flight was actually in progress. 

When the planes were fully a 
mile away, the even-toned roar of 
their huge motors assured officers 
that they were working perfectly. 
The escorting scout planes turned 
back about three miles from Rock- 
away, and the three transatlantic 
fliers sped away on their great ad- 
venture. 

Each seaplane carries six men, 
consisting of the commander, a nav- 
igator, two pilots, an engineer and 
a reserve pilot. The reserve pilots 
will go only to Newfoundland, not 
being included in the transatlantic 
complement. The planes weighed 
28,500 pounds apiece, with a full 
load, and each is driven by four Lib- 
erty motors of 400-horsepower each, 
connected with individual propellers. 
The wing spread is 126 feet. Crew 
and equipment are carried in the 
hull, a 40-foot boat on which the 
plane rests when it alights on the 
water. 

From the time the planes rose 
from Jmaica bay they will 
not rest on land until they reach 
the other side of the ocean. At the 
appointed stopping places they will 
be moored in harbors and, if they 
are compelled to alight along the 
line of the warship ocean patrol, 
they are capable of riding any or- 
dinary sea while being overhauled 
or repaired.

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Crisis, Says Mayor Key. 
Following the decision of 
board. to raise the salaries 
shut down the schools when funds 
run out, Mayor Key declared the 
city is now face to face with not 
only an emergency, but a crisis. He 
said it is a crying shame that the 
schools must be closed at all, and 
asked the board of education to 
prepare a resolution to be presented 
to counci! urging that body to de- 
clare that an emergency exists in 
order that the _ situation of ‘no 
funds” in the city treasury might be 
met with a special emergency tax 
levy. He made a motion to this 
effect and a majority vote favored 
it. 
A levy of one-fourth of-1 per cent 
would raise about $500,000, accord- 
ing to the mayor, and would provide 
funds to meet the waterworks im 
provements as well as take care o 
the schools for the present. 

Mayor Key also made a plea for 
summer schools this year, both in 
the grammar and high schools. The 
finance committee of the board of 
education, in making up the Janu- 
ary budget, cut off the appropriation 
for their maintenance. Mr. Culver 
stated that on the same basis they 
have been heretofore maintained it 
would require about $5,500 to run 
them. The matter was referred to 
the finance committee of the board. 

The nomination of Mr. Dykes for 
superintendent for the full term 
was made by W. H. Terrell and sec- 
onded by Fred Winburn. In a brief 
speech of acceptance he thanked the 
members for the honor, and asserted 
that he felt the schools of Atlanta 
should be made second to none in 
the south. 

For Salary Raises, 


Strong arguments in favor of sal-

Macon, Ga, May 8&.—(Special.)— 
Macon expects the largest crowd in 
her history tomorrow when the 
Georgia members of the 151st ma- 
chine gun battalion of the Rainbow 
division return here to receive the 
plaudits of an admiring and grate- 
ful people. The gunners are due 
to arrive at the Macon terminal at 
11:30 a. m., coming over the Macon, 
Dublin & Savannah railroad from 
Savannah, after a trip down the 
coast from Camp Merritt, N. J., 
which began Wednesday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. There are nine- 
teen officers and two hundred and 
forty-nine enlisted men on the spe- 


‘cial train en route to Macon, Lieu- 


tenant Colonel Cooper D. Winn, of 
Macon, who commanded the battal- 
ion during the fighting on the west- 
ern front, being the train com- 
mander. 

Macon is prepared to give the sol- 
diers a reception they will remem-
